URING the times of diforder and confufion, a new fo- 
vereignty began to arife in the mid{t of the barbarous 
nations: The Governors of the different provinces thook off 
the yoke; and their power foon rendering-them formidable to 
their matters, they obtained particular privileges, or, to fpeak 
more properly, they became matters of the lands which they 

pretended to hold under the title of vaffals. 

In the number of thefe enterprifing leaders, there have been 
many who have laid the foundations of the greateft monarchies : 
And, when we examine the matter impartially, we will, per- 
haps, find, that'the greateft part of Emperors, Kings, and So- 
vereign Princes, owe their ftates to. fuch adventurers. We 
ourfelves, at leaft, are in this fituation.
